Walter E, Gunn, New Industrial 
Commissioner Can See No- 
thing But Prosperity, 


Waving resigned the position of in- 
dustrial commissioner in the thr! oss, 
throbbing city of Prince Albert, sas- 
katchewan, Walter E, Gunn left on 
last night's G, T. P. train for the west 
to take a similar post at Vanderhoof, 
one of the new towns being opened 
up by the G. T. P. in central British 
Columbia. 

Vanderhoof is at present, of course, 
little more than a spot on the G. T. P. 
main line and the Nechaco river, in the 
center of the fertile valley of that 
name, but if natural resources on the 
one hand and the brains and organi- 
zation qualities of level headed and 
experienced city builders on the other 
can do it, it will very soon be one of 
the foremost towns in that part of the 
country, 

With Mr. Gunn at the King Edward 
hotel yesterday was R. T. Randolph, a 
member of one of the most famous 
families of Chicago, who is looking 
over the country west of Edmonton on 
the G. T P, Mr. Randolph repre- 
sents some large and influential 
American capitalists and experts to go 
back to the windy city with a fair 
knowledge of the country through 
which he is going. 

Mr. Gunn is one of the best 
most favorably known publicity 
Industrial men in western Canada, 
the fact of his going to Vanderhoof 
for the position he is going to tako 
augurs well for his opinion of the town 
and the country and its future. 

The Nechaco river and connecting 
streams give Vanderhoof over 800 
miles of navigable water. With this 
and the G. 'T. P. main line to the coast 
and east the new town will be ex- 
ceptionally well provided for in. the 
matter of transportation facilities. The 
thing which promises to do most for 
Vanderhoof, however, is the fabulously 
rich soll of the Nechaco valley, said 
by many to be the richest in Canada

Mr. Gunn is one of the best 
most favorably known publicity and 
Industrial men in western Canada, and 
the fact of his going to Vanderhoof 
for the position he is going to take 
augurs well for his opinion of the town 
and the country and its future,
